For over three weeks the squadron moved into the Mattawa camp to fine tune all the 
training. Training was culminated by an inter-troop competition organized by SHQ. When Merritt Cup was 
cancelled the Regiment filled the gap by creating Cavalry Cup. The “Cav Cup” consisted of a written test followed 
by a circuit of stands including AFV recognition, weapons handling, first aid, and a run and shoot. First troop 
placed first overall much to the delight of Lt Morrison and his crew of renegades.

Training wrapped up Ex Thunderbolt with the 
squadron exceeding the Commanders plans by some 36 hours. 


Adventure training saw Recce Squadron try a hand at white water canoeing. The squadron objectives were 
to paddle 130 km in four days without getting wet. The mighty Demoine river was defeated but she took her share 
of overtuned canoes and soggy egos. The fishing championship was easily won by Cpl Allenson and Tpr 
Biddescomb, while Tprs Young and Fasker provided the most entertaining spill. Following the week int he sun the 
squadron finally slowed to a halt. SUMMER LEAVE. A chance to unload, ease springs and recharge batteries for 
the rest of the year. 


After summer leave we oncce again led the charge to CAC 91. The squadron was employed mostly as 
training staff for the Queen’s York Rangers and the Elgin Regiment.

The Artic Sovereignty Execise saw Recce squadron 
deploy to Pond Inlet NWT. On arrival we quickly settled into the local Community Centre and started our long ran 
range patrols. These patrols, over 130 km, gave our soldiers a chance to travel over the pack ice and Arctic 
Tundra. Other activities included seal and caribou hunting as well as fishing for Arctic Char. The Canadian 
Rangers were a gold mine information on Arctic survival. The Arctic is a cold hard land and we wondered why 
anyone would want to live there. We soon discovered that Baffin Island is a beautiful picturesque land unscarred 
by man’s touch. After 10 days the squadron eagerly awaited the sound of the C-130's. 


The squadron moved right into the Christmas spirit, with lots of maintenance. A lot of long hours of hard work 
and sore muscles but a good year for Recce Squadron and a great year to be Dragoon.

И soon became evident with the large crowd it would be difficult to hear any commands once the motorcade 
arrived, this turned out to be the case. None the less the parade was sharp and Prince Charles made his way 
quickly through the ranks. 

With the inspection complete the Regiment was marched off parade and onto the buses for the trip back to 
Petawawa. 

The next evening, selected members of the Regiment went to Toronto for dinner with the Royal couple. 
During the evening, Prince Charles was surprisingly social, taking the opportunity to talk individually to all ranks of 
the Regiment who were present. 

29 October 91 marked the end of the Royal Visit. The Regiment sent a 50 man departure guard dressed in 
ceremonial scarlets to Ottawa to bid farewell to the Royal couple. 

The Royal Visit was by far the highlight for the Regiment in 1991 and we look forward to the possibility of a 
visit of our Colonel-in-Chief to the Regiment in 1993.

During the years 1840 and 1841, the Royal Engineers 
of the British Army constructed a fort consisting of six main 
buildings around a parade square. It was located in the 
eastern end of the present day Exhibition Grounds, and west 
of the “Old Fort” (Fort York) established in 1793. The new 
structure was known as the “New Fort” until 1893 when it 
was Officially named “Stanley Barracks” in honour of Lord 
Stanley of Preston, Governor General of Canada from 1883 
to 1893. 


The “New Fort” became the main British Army facility 
in Toronto until 1870, at which time the Canadian military 
filled the void on the departure of the British. The North- 
West Mounted Police trained some of it’s first recruits at 
Stanley Barracks, followed by The Royal Canadian Dra- 
goons, and the Royal Canadian Regiment. Stanley barracks 
remained the centre of the Toronto garrison until the 8. 
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Today one remaining building, the senior officers 
quarters (Now the Marine Museum) sits as a reminder of 
Toronto's military past. To commemorate the 150th 
Anniversary of the construction of Stanley Barracks, the 
Toronto Historical Board and the Toronto Chapter with 
assistance from the Regiment, began organizing a 
celebration of this important historical event. It was held on 
October 5th, 1991. Some of the events were the firing of a 
salute fromt he guns of HMCS “Haida”, the raising of the 
Union Jack from he main bastion by members’ of the 
Museum of Applied Military History dressed in 20th 
Battalion uniforms, and a parade featuring uniforms of the 
period 1841 to 1945. The Regiment provided an Honour 
Guard in ceremonial dress. Attending as honoured guests 
were our own Ed Johnson and Walter Sibley who had 
served with the Regiment in Stanley Barracks.

SMALL TOWN WAR MEMORIALS 





This is a continuation of the series on Small Town War 


Memorials. 


The monument that appears in the photograph ts 
dedicated to memorializing the Canadian Special Service 
Force of the Anglo-Boer War, South Africa 1899-1902 and 
several of its members who were local residents. It sits 
prominently in beautiful surroundings within Victoria Park, 
located in the downtown area of the City of London, 
Ontario. In this case the life-sized bronze figure of the 
soldier atop the stone plinth is an Infantryman armed with a 
Lee-Enfield Mk. | rifle. 


Affixed to the front elevation of the plinth ts a bronze 
plaque, testigying: 


“In honour of the men from the London District 
who fought for the empire in South Africa and 
in memory of these who fell 1899-1902” 


On the near side of the Plinth several names of service- 


men and their original Militia units are engraved, none of 


them were Dragoons. The far side is engraved with a roster 
of regiments and units comprising the Canadian Special 
Service Force, as follows: 


Royal Canadian Dragoon(s) 
Royal Canadian Artillery 
Canadian Mounted Rifles 
Strathcona’s Horse 

Royal Canadian Infantry 
Canadian Field Hospital.
